The 
next Instant down came his ponder- 
ous forefoot withiu a few Inches of 
my left thigh, and I should have been 
trodden on, had I not been quick 
enough, when I saw the forefoot 
coming, to drag my leg from the 
sprawling position in which I fell. 

“As the elephant rushed over me 
he shrieked, wbioh showed that his 
trunk was uncoiled, and he was In 
full flight. Had he stopped I should 
have been caught, but the heavy 
bullet had taken all the fighting out 
of him. It was as narrow an escape 
as I have ever had." 

SINGULAR PHENOMENON. 

Volcanic Underground Noises Re- 
sembling the Tolling of e Bell. 

A singular phenomenon occurs 00 
the borders of the Red sea at a 
place sailed Nakous, where thq In- 
termittent underground sounds 
have been heard for an unknown 
number of centuries. It Is situated 
at about half a mile’s distance from 
the shore, whenoe a long reach of 
sand ascends rapidly to a height of 
almost three hundred feet. This 
reach Is eighty feet wide, and re- 
sembles an amphitheater, being 
railed In by low rocks. The sounds 
coming up from the ground at this 
place recur at intervals of about an 
hour. They at first resemble a low 
murmur, but before long there is 
heard a loud knocking, somewhat 
like the strokes of a bell, and which, 
at the end of five minutes, becomes 
so strong as to agitate the sand. 
The explanation of this curloua 
phenomenon given by the Arabs Is 
that there U a convent under the 
ground, and theae are sounds of the 
bell which the monks ring for 
prayers. So they call It Nakous, 
which meaus a bell. The Arabs 
affirm that the noise so frightens 
their camels when they hear it as to 
render them furious. Scientist* 
attribute the sounds to suppressed 
volcanio action — probably to the 
bubbling of gas or vapors under- 
ground.— Philadelphia Ledger.

ANIMALS THAT TUMBLE UPWARD 

Deep Sea Pish Face a Dar.ger Un- 
known to Other Living Things 

tt is only reasonable to suppose 
that the ability to sustain nn enor- 
mous pressure can only be acquired 
by animals after generations of 
gradual migrations from Bhailow 
waters, says a writer in Popular 
Science Monthly. 

Those forms that are brought up 
by the dredge from the depths of 
the ocean are usually killed and dis- 
torted by the enormous and rapid 
diminution of pressure in their jour- 
ney to the surface, and it Is extreme- 
ly probable that shallow- water forms 
would be similarly killed and crushed 
out of slmjie were they suddenly 
plunged Into very deep water. The 
fish that live in these enormous 
depths are, in consequence of the 
enormous pressure, liable to a curi- 
ous form of accident. 

If, in chasing tneir prey or for any 
other reason, they rise to a consid- 
erable distance above the floor of 
the ocean, the gases of their swim- 
ming-bladclor beenmo considerably 
expanded and their specific gravity 
very greatly reduced. Up to a 
certain limit the muscles of their 
bodies can counteract the tendency 
to float upward and enable the fish 
to regain its proper sphere of life at 
tbe bottom; but beyond that limit 
the muscles are not strong enough 
to drive the body downward and the 
fish, becoming more and more dis- 
tended as It goes, 1 b gradually killed 
on Its long and involuntary journey 
j to the surface of the sea. 

The deep-sea fish, then, are ex- 
posed to a danger tbat uq other ani- 
mals in tbe world are subject to — 
namely, that of tumbling upward. 
That such accidents do occasionally 
occur is evidenced by the fact that 
some fish, which are known to be 
true deep-sea forms, were discovered 
dead aud floating on the surface of 
the ocean long befpre our modern in- 
vestigations were commenced.

Spokanb, Wash, Jan. 16, '95. 

Your interesting paper oftimes 
reaches me in my far-away home in 
Washington, which I read with great 
interest, as I “Was once a Kentucky 
girl, and I assure you of the fact that 
there ia not a column that I do not 
peruae thoroughly. 

I will attempt to write a few notes 
for your paper, thinking aome of your 
many readers would like to hear from 
the North-west. I have resided in 
Ofegan, Idaho and Washington 
since I left my home in Beda, Ken- 
tucky, some four years since. I am 
very favorably impressed with the 
country and expect to make it my 
future home, yet I have man}’ pleas- 
ant rememberances of tbat snnny 
State. 

Spokane is the center and metropo- 
lis called the Inland Empire it in- 
cludes Eastern Washington, Northern 
Idaho and a portion oi British Colum- 
bia, it includes a radius of about 250 
miles in direction trom Spokane. There 
are numerous "and excellent water 
powers. 

The timber consists of yellow pine, 
white pine, fir, spruce, hemlock, 
with much cotton wood and birch in 
places. 

The climate is fine being several 
bpndred miles inland from the Pacific 
Coast, that storms from that direction 
are too much exhausted before reach- 
ing here to do any damage, having 
to pass one range of mountain. 
There are no cyciones;bave not heard 
it thunder but once since I have been 
in the west. 

We have a winter sporting from 
two to three months with more or 
less snow, the spring, fall and sum- 
mer months are delightful, as the 
nights in summer are always cool 
and a sun stroke was never beard of 
in this entire regeon. 

The cjty of Spokane has an abun- 
dant of churches and schools, being 
acquired in its infancy. School 
building are numerous and substan- 
tial: tbe High School Building alone 
cost $100,000, The city oi Spokaae 
is situated in tbe valley oi the Spo- 
kaue River with a fringe of hills on 
almost every side, the city is divided 
in half by the clear->swept stream of 
the Spokane River flowing from the 
Cevord Alene Lake, the scenery is 
something magnificeint, the water 
breaking over the falls, then uniting 
and falling over one great fall meas- 
uring a total decline of 125 feet with 
many graceful bridges up and down 
makes a picture to the eyes of a stran- 
ger never to be forgotten, and is en- 
cleared more and more to those that 
live here. Spokane has a growth of 
300,000 inhabitants, in a few years, 
and operates 20 miles of electric 
Street Railway, all her Electric Light 
Plants and flour mills and other 
manufactories are run by water pew- 
er. 

I visited the fruit fair this fall and 
the displays of fruit and vegetable 
were grand being large and a good 
quantity. Corn and tobacco, toma- 
toes, sweet, potatoes do not thrive 
heft as well as they do in Kentucky, 
yet the strawberies are larger and 
sweeter prunes and plums grow iu 
abundance. 

This city is very healthy, there 
baa been only 60 deaths inthren 
months and twelve of that number 
non-residents. 

The country is a Paradise to tbe 
sportsmen as there are hundreds of 
cold clear mountain streams swiming 
with trout. The Spokane River, 
which flows directly through this city 
has these fine fish, also, salmon. 
There are a dozen large and small 
lakes near, that are fishing grounds. 

No better sport awaits the hunter. 
Both feathered and animal game 
abound in neighboring forests and 
mouutaiu ranges Deer, Cariboo, Elk, 
Mountain Sheep, and wild Goats ex- 
ist here, wild geese and ducks iu the 
spring and fall. We also bave prairie 
chickens and sage hens, grouse and 
pheasant. 

During August, September and 
October camping parties go nut on 
Lakes with the assurance of fine 
weather. I have been out to some 
one of the Lakes every summer and 
eujoy out-door life, when one can 
amuse them selves in various ways 
such as bathing, roaring fishing, and 
gathering berries. We go out for 
a good time and usually have it. It 
is a very common thing to see 50 or 
60 tents pitched on the side of a Lake 
of Sundays. We all meet at one ot 
the teuts aud bave Sunday School, 
while evenings through the week we 
build a big lion fire out of pine knots 
and tbeu we *11 sit around or lay on 
blankets, sing, tell stories and play 
games. We lead a go happy life, un- 
til time to break up camp, and return 
to the city. I will leave tbe mines 
out of this letter; will write in regard 
to them in some future time if this 
letter does not find its way to the 
waste basket.

The practical defeat of the Carlisle 
currency bill is a personal rebuke, of 
course, to the man whose name it 
bears. It was presented as a meas- 
ure emboding his views and desires, 
and Its fate inpliea a verdict against 
his fitness lor the place he occupies. 
But it is not just to hold him entirely 
or even principally, responsible in 
the matter. He is the head a( the 
most important department of the 
Government, and the one in which 
financial policies are supposed ta be 
formulated; but at the same time he 
is the subordinate of the President, 
and subject to his general direction. 
It is true that he posseses some inde- 
pendent powers, but they are not 
such as to make him his own master 
in a case of this kind, He owns his 
appoinement to the President, and is 
subject to removal by the same au- 
thority. The fact is notorious that 
he was selected for the place aot be- 
cause of his own opinions and for the 
purpose of giving eflect to them, but 
because of the belief that he was the 
best man to carry out such plans as 
his superior oficer might see fit to 
propose. It may be that the bill 
just beaten his private approval, but 
that does not necessarily follow, and 
there are good reasons for thinking 
that he indorsed much of it merely in 
deference to the President. 

There are those who will say that 
a Secretary of the Treasury is not jus- 
tifiable in thus accepting a measure 
or a policy that is any respect contra- 
ry to his Individual views; but that is 
a question of casuistry that has noth- 
ing to do with practical politics. He 
is an administrative officer, and must 
keep in line with the President, or he 
can not successfully perform his du- 
ties. In the event ol antagonizing 
his chief, he would be powerless, and 
his position would be one of decided 
* unpleasantness. It may be said that 
he has the privilege of resigning in 
preference to surrendering or modify- 
ing his personal opinions or wishes. 
That was what Alexander J. Dallas 
did when his tariff views were not as 
fully accepted by Madison as he had 
expected; and at a later date William 
J. Duane not only refused to obey 
Jackson's order for the removal of 
the Government deposits from the 
United States Bank, but also refused 
to resign, and was peremptorily re- 
moved. But Carlisle is not bound to 
follow those precedents. He has a 
perfect right to decide for himself in 
a contingency ot that kind, and to do 
what he thinks is best for his party 
and for the country. It is certain, at 
least, that he did not submit the bill 
in question without the President's 
concurrence — it was indorsed in the 
latter’s message, as a matter of fact — 
and so the defect is really not so 
much his as it is that of Cleveland. — 
[Globe Democrat.

Furls Abwiaf Alfalfa. 

Alfalfa had best be sown early in 
the spring if the soil can be gotten in 
good condition ; better if it were pre- 
pared in the fall. There is danger 
of injury from hard freezing. 

Alfalfa has done better in the dry 
regions of the West, often on sandy 
soil, than it has east of the Mississip- 
pi River. It thrives best where it can 
be irrigated, but there seems to be 
no good reason why it should not 
thrive fairly well on sandy soil in 
Northern Illinois. 

From ten to twenty pounds of seed 
are advised to be sown to the acre. 

Better success may be expected if 
the seed is sown alone rather than 
with a nnrse or grain crop. While 
when wall established the plants are 
bady and continue to glow for a se- 
ries of years, there has often been dif- 
ficulty in securing a satifactory stand 
and growth the first year. The young 
plants are injured by sever e cold and 
seem especially liable to be overrun 
by weeds. It is well to mow the 
weeds off during the first summer, not 
mowing close tothesurface. It should 
not be pastured, at least not closely, 
the first season. 

This clover altalla or lucern is an 
interesting plant. There can be no 
doubt of its very great value in much 
of the drier part of the country. On 
the other hand, while it has been 
tried in a multitude of cases in the 
Mississippi Valley and further east, it 
has not come into general use east of 
the Mississippi and rarely east of the 
Missouri. When red clover thrives 
well alfalfa is hardly to be recom- 
mended. Trial on a small scale may 
safely be advised, but there is too lit- 
tle probabiiitv of marked success to 
justify trial on a large scale at first. 
— [Breeder's Gazette.

An eccentric old fellow in l,ouaift- 
na, Tom Rogers by name, has hit 
home in a tree. This quaint domi- 
cile is perched among the low and 
larger branchea of an immense white 
oak on the Calcasieu river, near I.nke 
Charles, says the New York world. 

While necessarily coastnicted in a 
rambling and circular manner in or- 
der to obtain a suitable foundation lor 
a chamber of comfortable size, it 
shows ingenious design and much 
strength. So strongly and compact- 
ly is it built that it seems almost a 
part of the tree, and there would be 
little danger ol its construction except 
by fire or the uprooting of the mon- 
arch oak by a storm. It is several 
miles from any other habitation, and 
ia well adapted to the solitary life 
chosen by the strange old hermit. 

He cultivates a lew acres ol land to 
meet his simple wants, and the adja- 
cent river and forest afford hitp an 
ample supply ol fish and game for 
food and to sell in the town market. 
He never leaves his retreat except 
when compelled by necessities to sell 
farm product and game to supply 
him with food and clothing.

The Problem for Democrat*. 

The country has wonderful recu- 
perative powers. It is even able to 
stand two years ol Democracy with- 
out losing more than about 30 per 
cent, ol its business. The Congress- 
ional blockheads who imagined that 
their free trade theories would intro- 
duce the millenuium, having no eyes 
to open, fail to see that the prostra- 
tion of industries and the prostration 
of revenues go hand in hand. The 
imports in the last four mouts of 1892 
before the old duties were disturbed 
were $272,000,000 and in the last four 
months of 1894 (he ini ports were 
211,000,000 in value, a decrease of 
about 22 }i percent. The duties on 
imports in four months under the 
new tariff have been $49,000,000, aud 
in the same months of 1892 were $54- 
000,000. The Treasury is in trouble 
simply because the people are in 
trouble, and have not means to buy 
as much as usual. They have not 
means, because their wages have been 
reduced. Their wages have been reduc- 
ed because employers had to face the 
probability of sharp competition with 
foreign producers or new terms. 

It pleases our Democratic friends 
to assign other reasons by the score 
for this tremendous change. But no- 
body is convinced and nobody deceiv- 
ed. They do not even cheat them- 
selves. Even while they vociferate 

in Congress that the tariff has made 
uo difference, they personally know 
better. The average Democratic 

member of Congress knows as little 
as it is convenient to know about 
things generally, but he had pound- 
ed into him by angry constituents 
and their votes laat November some 
definite knowledge ot the prostration 
of industries in his own district, and 
of its cause. He would consider him- 
self a traitor to his party it he should 
in the House one word of what he has 
thus learned, but he knows what de- 
feated his party nevertheless. 

It would be treason to his patty, he 
thinks, to advocate any . restoration 
of duties. Perfectly well he knows, 
by this time, that thousands of his 
constituents are getting less wages 
than two years ago because ot the 
great change in possibilities ol prolita 
for manufacture, but he is not going 
to cenfess ahy such truth. He kuows 
that men who receive $9 per week, but 
used to get $12, cannot buy as many 
things of foreign or douiestit produc- 
tion as before. If the man were suffi- 
ciently unmuzzled to tell the straight 
truth, he would admit that 23,000,000 
nine dollar earners cannot buy as 
much as 25, ouo.ooo twelve dollar ear- 
ners, by$3,9oo,ooo,ooo yearly. But 
be is to good a Democrat to tell tales 



out of school, and ao he robustly in- 
slats that all the trouble la due t<* Re- 
publican currency and other laws.

But il President 
Cleveland does not have a chance to 
permit the hill of "prefidy and dis- 
honor" to go out of existence, if he 
likes refusing to sign the repeal as 
he refused to sign the act itself, It 
will probably be because he contrives 
in some way not to call a« extra sess- 
ion ol Congress.

A Smuggler's Device. 

Several years ago I was an In- 
spector of customs, aud during my 
term of office I ran across some rath- 
er unique devices arranged for the 
purpose of getting contraband goods 
Into this country duty free One 
day I apprehended a woman who 
had just arrived on a steamer from 
Europe, suspecting that she had 
some smuggled tobacco in* her pos- 
session. Upon examining her dress 
seventeen pounds of tobacco were 
found concealed under It. But the 
most remarkable of the expedient# 
which she hod resorted to for the 
purpose of deceiving the custom 
house officers was that of giving to the 
contraband leaf the resemblance of 
a loaf of bread, A quantity of out 
tobacoc had been placed Into a tin, 
over which a thin layer of dough 
was spread, and this being baked, 
had the oppeurance of a veritable 
and edible loaf. The quantity of to- 
bacco which the woman bod oon- 
trlved to secrete la this and otbor 
modes amounted to over seventy 
pounds.— St. Louis Globe- Democrat.

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DARWIN ON APPNDIX

During the pist yesr we have learn- 
ed a great deal about the new disease 
appendicitis It may be ol interest 
to many readers to know that Charles 
Darwin, the greet naturalist and 
philosopher, iu his wonderful work, 
"The Descent of Man, "written shout 
thirty years ago, mentions it as one 
of the rudimentary organs now ex- 
isting in civilized men. He speaks 
of the "vermiform appendage" as 
follows: 

"With respect to the alimentary 
carnal, I have met with an account 
of only a single rudiment, namely, 
the vermiform appendage of the 
caecum. The caecum is a branch t,r 
diverticulum of the intestine, ending 
in a cul-de-sac, and it is estremely 
long in many of the lower vegctible- 
feeding mammals. In the marsup- 
ial koala it is actually thrice as long 
as the whole body. It is sometimes 
produced into a long, gradually tap- 
ering point, and is sometime* con- 
stricted in parts. It appears as if in 
consequence of changed diet or habits 
the caecum had become much short- 
ened in various animals — the vermi- 
form appendage being left as rudi- 
ment of the shortened part. That 
this appendage is a rudiment we 
may infer from its small size, and 
from the evidence which Prol. Can- 
estrine has collected of its variability 
in man. It is occasionally quite sb* 
sent, or again largely developed. 
The passage is sometimes completely 
closed for half or two thirds of its 
length, with the terminal part consis. 
ting of a flattened solid expansion. 
In the orang this appendage is long 
and convoluted in man It arises 
from the end of the short caecum 
aud is commonly from four to live 
inches in length, being only about 
a third of on inch in diameter. Not 
only it is useless, but it is sometimes 
the cause of death; of which fact I 
bavs lately heard two instances. This 
is due to small, hard bodies, such as 
seeds, entering the passage, and 
causing inflamation." 

So much for Darwin, whose knowl- 
edge of the cause of inflamation in 
"death trap" in those days was un- 
doubtedly somewhat limited; lor in 
the two cases he mentions, he attrib 
utes it to seeds or other foreign sub- 
stances lodging there, but the physi- 
cian and surgeon of to-day, with a 
much wider range of observation, 
holds different views. A surgeon of 
this city, who has had an extensive 
practice in this line, informs me that 
he had had bat two or three cases 
where heielt positively assured, that 
a foreign subs'ance caused the trou- 
ble. In one case he founed a small 
peanut shuck; in the other a piece 
about the size of a small pea of what 
appeared to be charcoal. This pa- 
tient, a lady, had been for more than 
a year taking a prepared of charcoal 
fordyspesia. The doctor often finds 
small, hard concretions of faecal mat- 
ter, which might tend to produce in- 
flamation. But he has seldom found 
any lodgment ol a foreign substance 
in the "death trap." — [Toledo Blade. 



AN ANCIENT AMULET. 

A Ring Unearthed Thought to Belong 
to ths Fifteenth Century. 

An Interesting bit of treasure 
trove has been unearthed at Hack- 
ney. While some laborers were dig- 
ging In a plot of land In Dauboney 
road, Hackney, one of them turned 
up with his pick a glittering ring, 
which he took to a pawnbroker's in 
Chatswouth rood, for the purpose of 
converting it Into honest coin of the 
realm.. The assistant saw that It 
was an artiole of great value, and 
sent for a constable, to whom the 
laborer told the story of bow he 
found It. As his narrative was 
found to he true In every detail, 
nothing more was said to him, but 
the ring was retained; und in order 
to ascertain Its historical value the 
article was submitted to Mr. Reed, 
assistant curator of the British 
museum, who, having carefully ex- 
amined it, thought it was probably 
one of the sixteen rings which Sir 
Edward Shaw, goldsmith and aider- 
man of the city of London, directed 
In his will, in 1487 , to be mode as 
amulets, or charms against diseases 
— chiefly cramp. Mr. Reed added 
that the ring was similar In almost 
svery respect to a much larger one 
In the museum, which was discov- 
ered at Coventry In 1802 . The fig- 
ures on the outside represented "The 
Crucifixion, the Virgin and Child," 
and (probably) "St. John.” An In- 
scription, also on the outside, runs; 
"The Well of Pity, the Well of 
Mercy, the Well of Comfort, the Well 
of Groce, and the Well of Everlast- 
ing Life.” — London Telegraph.
